Yugoslav Port

LONDON, Sept. 16.—(4)—Split, 
Yugoslavia’s most important sea- 
port, has fallen to guerrilla patriot 
armies after two days’ siege, a Yu- 
goslavy communique said tonight. 

The communique, issued in the 
name of the Yugoslav Army of 
Liberation, said the Axis garrison 
of the Adriatic seaport was be- 
lieved to have surrendered in the | 
last 24 hours.

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Germans Face 
Withdrawal or 
Loss of Wing

The Nazi effort to halt or long 

delay Allied invasion of the Ital- 
ian mainland via the Salerno 


bridgehead appears to have failed. 
A hasty retreat of German 
forces confronting Lieutenant 


General Mark Clark’s Fifth Army 
on the south and central sectors is 
strongly indicated. Their escape 
routes are already threatened by 
the western spearhead of the Brit- 
ish Eighth Army, surging up the 
coastal road from Cape Scalea. 

With his bridgehead secure, 
General Clark shifted at once 
from the defensive to the offensive 
yesterday in the dangerous center 
section of his line south of Mount 
Eboli. As was to be expected, his 
attack was aimed up the level 
lands between the Sele and Calore 
rivers, suitable for tank action. 
That demonstrates that he has 
been heavily reinforced not only 
with men, but with heavy tanks 
and mobile guns to outmatch the 
Nazi armor hurled against his 
original landing forces. 

Would Win Rails. 

A forward lunge of a few miles 
up the Sele river valley by the 
Fifth Army would place it astride 
primary road and rail routes 
which are vitally needed by Nazi 
forces in the big coastal hump 
south of the lower bridgehead 
anchor at ropoli.

ARMY IN ITALY, Sept. 16.—Lieu- 
tenant General Mark W. Clark, 
commander of the Fifth Army, re- 
ceived British and American cor- 
respondents this morning, exactly 
one week after the landing at Sa- 
lerno, and expressed his satisfac- 
tion with what his forces had al- 
ready achieved with the support 
of the Allied air force and Navy. 

“From what I have heard on the 
radio during the past few nights, 
accounts published in America and 
England have given a rather black 
view of what’s happened here. I 
want the people of England and 
America to know how well every 
officer and soldier of the Fifth 
Army has stood up to the tough 
German resistance. 

“For every inch of ground 
gained, we have taken some blows 
but we’ve taken them well and I 


am proud of the way our men are 
already pushing the enemy back 
after securing our beachhead. We 
have had some hard going, but our 
situation was never desperate.” 

Clark especially praised the co- 
operation of the air force and Navy 
with the land forces. Even as he 
was speaking naval artillery shells 
were whistling over our heads and 
a dogfight was going on in the air 
just to one side of us. 

Clark said, “I don’t think enough 
can be said in praise of the fine 
collaboration of all the forces, air, 
sea and land, and the, grand way 
the British and American soldiers 
and officers have gotten along. 
This time, I want to thank the air 
force and Navy for their lot in our 
efforts.” 

Clark confirmed that the Ger- 
mans were waiting for the Allies, 
saying, “the enemy had entrenched 
the beaches for two weeks waiting 
for us just where we landed, but 
een so we smashed through them 
to take the initiative which we 


have today.’

The Milan newspaper Corriere 
Della Sera said church authori- 
ties had appealed to Marshal Al- 
bert Kesselring to order his sol- 
diers to refrain from _ looting 
churches. 

Reports reaching the Swiss 
frontier said Nazi troopers were 
plucking gold earrings from wom- 
en and taking gold watches from 
men. The German military com- 
mander at Turin published a proc- 
lamation today, the newspaper 
Stampa said, telling the people 
that German soldiers were “not 
authorized” to requisition rings, 
watches or other precious articles 
from civilians. 

Corriere Della Sera said that 
despite efforts of authorities in 
Rome people were without suffi- 
cient food. The newspaper said 
there was a complete lack of eggs, 
milk, meat, vegetables, or fruit, 
and that the situation had been 
drastically worsened by the stern 
requisitioning of foodstuff by 
Nazi troops, who were enforcing 
100 per cent martial law in all 
the occupied territory. 

Warehouses Emptied. 

The Bern newspaper Der Bund 
said German troops were search- 
ing the Italian rural regions for 
food supplies and at Milan “all 
business warehouses” had been 
completely emptied by German 
troops. 

The Rome radio, commenting 
on the looting by hungry citizens, 
said it hoped “such acts would 
not reoccur.” 

Corriere Della Sera said civil- 
ian life in Rome was paralyzed, 
that only a few motorbuses were 
operating and suburban trains 
were not running, because much 
of the rolling stock of the com- 
panies had been damaged in re- 
cent fighting. 

German authorities threatened 
dire reprisals to “the dogs” who 
aided the government of Premier 
Badoglio and at the same time, 
reminding the Italians of the mar- 
tial law in the occupied territory, 
ordered them back to work. 

Nazis Control Plants. 

Corriere Della Sera said mili- 
tary proclamations published in 
Rome, Turin and Milan announc- 
ed that all factories in the oc- 
cupied territory had been placed 
under Nazi control and that al] 
industries and businesses must be 
resumed immediately. 

The people were forbidden to 
listen to foreign broadcasts and 
strikes were forbidden, Businesses 
were ordered to report total 
stocks and banks were told to 
announce their financial situation. 
Transportation companies were 
ordered to list all material.

Renegotiation 
Called Threat 
To Rule of Air 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—() 
Some of the nation’s top-flight air- 
plane, submarine and machine tool 
manufacturers warned today they 
would be wiped out when peace 
comes unless permitted to set aside 
profits for the future. 

“You can’t be master of the air 
with a bankrupt industry,” Ralph 
S. Damon, vice president of Amer- 
ican Airlines, told the House Ways 
and Means Committee at hearings 
on the war contract renegotiation 
act. He referred to the race for 
commercial air supremacy expect- 
ed after the war. 

“By present tax and renegotia- 
tion Slotes we are legislating the 
aircraft industry out of existence,” 
said Damon, former president of 
Republic Aviation Corporation 
which produces the Thunderbolt. 

Damon recommended more than 
a dozen changes in the renegotia- 
tion aet by which governmen 
agencies recapture profits by re- 
writing contracts. His two princi- 
pal recommendations, however, 
were that congress eliminate the 
recapture provision of the present 
statute and allow reserves for the 
postwar era. 

Similarly, L. Y. Spear, president 
of Electric Boat Company, New 
London, Conn., manufacturer of 
submarines and the famous P-T 
boat, argued that the government 
would find itself in trouble in the 
event of another war unless it 
made provision now for firms like 
his to continue in business when 
the nation stops Sten warships.

You don’t 
have to replant, and the three 
grass crops that are mixed to- 
gether and planted in a pasture, 
so that it will be green the eyar- 
around put back into the ground 
far more than they take out. 

“And then another advantage 
you have over the western cattle 
ranges is plenty of water. You 
never have ahy prolonged drouths 
through this section of the coun- 
try like those experienced in the 
past few years in the west.” 

Hereford Herd. 

In addition to his Aberdeen 
Angus herd of cattle on the Rock- 
dale county farm, Shepherd has 


another herd of thoroughbred 
white faced Herefords on his 
Jasper county farm. 

At the present time, his Jasper 
county farm, with some 300 head 
of Herefords, has approximately 
3,000 acres of land in pasturage. 
He is planning to increase this to 
approximately 6,000 acres within 
the next few months. At the 
Rockdale county farm approxi- 
mately 700 acres are in pasturage. 

His two sons, Charles and Dan 
Shepherd, are as interested in 
cattle breeding as their father and 
spend all of their spare time on 
the farms. 

At the present time Shepherd’s 
Jasper county pasture is surround- 
ed by public roads, and in order 
to expand the pastures it will be- 
come necessary for him to cut 
underpasses under the roads and 
make the highways a narrow lane 
running between his fences. 

50 Calves in Herd. 


About 50 calves, ranging In age 
from a few days to a year old, 
now constitute a part of the 
Rockdale county herd, and are all 
calves of Exceldown of Wickwire, 
who is now two and a half years 
old. Although no effort has been 
made by Shepherd to value Excel- 
down, he points out with consid- 
erable pride that a half brother 
of his sold sometime ago for 
$14,000. Ravenswood, although 
raised on the Shepherd farm, was 
purchased as a small calf from 
the Ravenswood farm in Virginia. 

None of the Hereford cattle 
will be exhibited tomorrow, but 
Shepherd is planning another ‘ex- 
hibition, to be staged at the Jasper 
county farm, sometime in October.

I don’t think I saw 
one able-bodied boy over 13. This 
is in contrast to the towns in Al- 
lei hands where Italian soldiers 
and pretty girls promenade in the 
streets feeling secure from the 
Germans. 

One old man in no man’s land 
told me his nephew had arrived 
there yesterday and continued to 
a town where he could report to 
the local authorities and wouldn't 
be in danger of being taken by the 
Germans. 

I saw farmers plowing their 
fields with shells whistling over- 
head and even a tiny tot playing 
in the roadway looking upward 
at the dogfights overhead. One 
thing the war has given them both 
is a fear and respect for the 
American bomber. Almost every- 
body is worried whether he might 
be bombed by an American plane 
because they are so close to the 
German lines. 

I found that even in no man’s 
land the American dollar is still as 
good as gold and was interchange- 
able on fixed rates of 100 lire to 
one dollar,

“I’ve never looked forward to 
any experience in my life as I 
now look forward to a month of 
blank, utter rest.” 

No one denies that the genial 
war reporter needs a rest, but 
whether he succeeds in attaining 
that particular objective is anoth- 
er story. 

For, Editor and Publisher says, 
Pyle not only is putting the fin- 
ishing touches to his latest book, 
“With the Yanks in Africa’—to 
be published next month—but 
clubs, societies and all types of 
organizations are clamoring for 
personal appearances. 

“No Lecturing.” 

“But there’ll be no lecturing,” 
said Pyle, who simply wants a 
good rest and then, he hopes, an 
assignment to join the American 
troops in the Pacific or India. 

Arriving back in the states by 
Clipper, Pyle said one -of the 
pleasures of returning home is 
that “I have to make only one 
copy of this column.” In Sicily, he 
said, it was necessary to make 
seven copies of each column. 

“During these few days I’m 
writing in Washington, I just 
write a page and walk over and 
hand it to my boss. I’m trying to 
work up to the day when _I can 
get him to write it for me. 

That Pyle, who slept and ate 
with the men about whom he 
wrote, had his finger on the sol- 
diers’ pulse, so to speak, .was 
clearly illustrated by one of his 
first comments on reaching Wash- 
ington: 


Dons Civvies. 

“One of the first things I did 
was something that millions of 
| soldiers would give an eyetooth to 
ido. I put on civilian clothes.” 
| It wasn’t so simple, however, 
for Pyle found only two old sports 
coats in his wardrobe. 

“I had to go out and buy a new 
pair of pants,” he said. And now 
I’m so damned handsome I haven’t 
been able to tear myself away 
from the mirror. 

“Wouldn’t it be funny if I spent 
the rest of the war just standing 
wy the mirror looking at my- 
self.” 

Pyle, who has blossomed as one 
of the war’s best reporters, thinks 
war correspondents today are the 
hardest working newsmen any- 
where in the world. 

A “Tough Life.” 

“They work from dawn to mid- 
night,” he explained. “I should 
say they work around the clock 
because they’re always on call. It’s 
a tough life, yet you never hear 
them complain. 

Because he wrote so little spot 
news, Pyle had little trouble with 
censorship. He said he lost only 
three columns all the time he was 


away. And that, he said, was due 
to faulty communications. 

Pyle, whose column is distrib- 
uted to 162 newspapers with a to- 
tal circulation of more than 9,- 
000,000 daily, has a style that is 
unique among war correspondents. 

His dispatches tell readers what 
Johnny Doughboy is wearing, 
what and how he is eating, what 
he is thinking about and how he 
behaves under fire. They are con- 
sidered tops for reading. 

And, his friends say, nine mil- 


lion readers can’t be wrong.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—(/) 
Whereas the lower part.of Italy 
fell to the Allies “at a totally un- 
expected speed.” Secretary of War 
Stimson said today that “we have 
always expected a hard fight 
the northern portion... and we 
are likely to get it.” 

Stimson called the grimly-con- 
tested fighting at Salerno as 
“merely a single battle in a conti- 
nental campaign.” 

“That campaign,” he told a press 
conference, “at present is going 
against the Axis and in favor of 
the Allies at a constantly accel- 
erating rate. 

“We have now definitely a mas- 
tery of the German air force. We 
have cleared the Mediterranean 
sea of the threat of the Italian 
navy and released our fleets for 
needed action elsewhere.”

established contact with the Fifth. 
Daniel De Luce, of the Associated 
Press, and eight British war cor- 
respondents drove through 100 
miles of no-man’s land from 
Eighth Army positions and joined 
the Fifth Army yesterday after 
riding two days and nights with- | 
out encountering a German. 
Eighth Army. 

The Eighth Army, beating up 
the Italian west coast, was ap- 
proaching Sapri at latest reports, 
only 39 airline miles from the 
lower end of the Salerno battle. 
By capturing Scalea the British 
had overrun the whole Italian toe. 

Another British force which had 
captured Italy’s heel with its fine 
ports of Taranto, Bari and Brin- 
disi, was unreported. 

It appeared possible that these 
Britons might be striking across 
the lower Apennines toward posi- 
tions behind the Germans around 
Salerno to effect a three-way 
squeeze with the Fifth and Eighth 
Armies. Primary roads lead across 
Italy from Bari and Taranto 
through Potenza to Salerno. Po- 
tenza was bombed yesterday for 
the second day in a row by Mid- 
die East planes. 

The violence of German attacks 
on the Salerno bridgehead persist- 
ed right up to the moment that 
the Fifth Army turned its might 
upon the foe. A veteran British 
major said the violence of the 
struggle was “unequalled since 
the bloody days of 1916.” At least 
five German divisions had mount- 
ed incessant day and night at- 
tacks, forcing every Allied soldier 
from General Clark down to fight 
24 hours a day to keep from be- 
ing thrown into the sea. The sleep- 
less Allies ate between gunfire 
rounds in their foxholes and were 
lucky if they got one hot meal 
in four days. 

From the sea which the U. S. 
and British navies firmly con- 
trolled, ships unloaded fresh men 
and’ supplies around the clock fas- 
ter than the Germans, with inte 
rior communications by land, 
eould reinforce their army. It was 
with this fresh strength that Clark 
lashed out today. 

Even before his offensive start- 
ed rolling the Germans back into 
the wooded hills and toward a 
line beyond artillery range of the 
sea, the Fifth Army had “strength- 
ened their hold on the beaches,” 
the Allied communique said. 

Reinforcements Pour In, 

“Reinforcements continue to ar- 
rive,” the communique said. “Na- 
val and air support is playing a 
great part in assisting the consoli- 
dation. Unloading on the beaches 
in the Salerno area continues sat- 
isfactorily. Destroyers working in- 
shore are bombarding enemy posi- 
tions and troop concentrations. 
Yesterday, September 15, targets 
in the Salerno area also were 
bombarded by battleships.” 

The communique said 28 more 
small units of the Italian navy 
arrived at Palermo, Sicily, in sur- 
render on September 13 and 14. 
Previously, 77 warships were re- 
ported at Malta and another eight 
reached Cyprus, running the Al- 
lied naval prizes to at.least 113 
units. 

The fury of the Battle of Sa- 
lerno was unequaled since the fall 
of France. German reinforce- 
ments were being rushed to the 
front from Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s command in northern Italy, 
but their progress was impeded by 
steady poundings of roads and rail 
lines. 

To the cacophony of clanking 
steel tanks, chattering machine- 
guns and small arms fire was 
added the whine of naval salvos 
exploding in Nazi nests in the 
hills. Planes droned constantly 
overhead above the dust and 
smoke laden surface air. 

For the second day running, 
planes of all categories from Fly- 
ing Fortresses to fighters flew 
more than 2,000 sorties, dropping 
the greatest cargo of destruction 
yet laid in a single day in the 
Mediterranean theater. They de- 
stroyed at least five enemy planes. 
Four Allied craft were lost.

Mail Orders Promptly Filled! 
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Now, the Beginning 

Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau, in a 
radio address on Wednesday night, solemnly 
warned the nation that the attack on Italy is, 
for the United States, merely “the beginning 
of the war” in the European theater. 

He dismissed the North African and Sicilian 
campaigns as preliminary skirmishes. He de- 
clared the Third War Loan, now in progress, 
will not, by any means, be the last. 

Morgenthau’s words should serve salutary 
purpose. They should awaken the American 
people, recently too complacent about the war 
situation, to he fact that the hard and diffi- 
cult times are still ahead. During the past 
week we have been anxious about the battle of 
Salerno, as the advantage swung first to one 
side and then to the other. The situation there 
is still precarious. 

It is quite possible Hitler intends to stage 
such a campaign on Italian soil the war will 
be decided, right there. It may be that the 
long awaited invasion from Britain will come 
before long. It may be there will be other 
invasion areas. 

But we are committed to the Italian cam- 
paign and, inevitably, the hard fighting, the 
heavy losses, experienced by the United States 
Fifth Army are but a foretaste of the sanguine 
conflicts to come. 

Morgenthau told the heavy losses in ma- 
teriel we suffered in the Sicilian campaign. 
It is certain the losses in Italy will be far 
greater, before the end comes. ) 

And we on the home front should realize, 
with utmost seriousness, that not only have 
we to create and ship overseas equipment to 
replace every loss, but an accelerating stream 
of planes arid guns and tanks and trucks and 
munitions and supplies to give our fighting 
men such preponderant weight in the weapons 
of war that the Axis will be crushed, beneath 
it, into the dirt from which it sprang.

United States citizens whe were so perplexed 
over filling out that September 15 federal 
income tax statement that they ‘developed an 
inferiority complex in regard to figures, and 
regulations as to how they were to be applied 
in order to satisfy their Uncle Samuel, have 
reason to be of good cheer—they are not so 
dumb as it appeared. 

Chairman Doughton, of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which body was mainly 
responsible for the confusing regulations of 
the tax law. has admitted he engaged a tax 
expert to make out his September 15 tax return, 
and has called the committee to meet to see if 
something can be done to simplify the return. 
He told newspapermen there was ample ground 
for complaint.

In addition, it 
was able, last June, to invest $1,000 in War 
Bonds out of the surplus on hand.

Value of Censorship 

Censorship, which many of the public and 
some newspaper people term No. 1 bugaboo of 
the war, has played an important part in 
saving American lives. : 

That statement is not based on idle think- 
ing. It is a fact well known to the leaders of 
our armies and naval task forces. They are 
the ones who take the blame for late announce- 
ments of some events, because they do not want 
the enemy to learn through America’s own 
newspapers and magazines what is being plan- 
ned or what plans have been altered through 
losses. 

The magazine Sea Power takes to task those 
who would have censorship eliminated because 
the United States is a democracy and therefore 
entitled to a free press. That it is still a free 
press is apparent every day with criticisms 
and suggestions from our chair-borne generals. 

The article deals with the Navy’s policy of 
censorship. It points out the aircraft carrier 
Lexington was sunk five weeks before the sink- 
ing was announced. During that time the Japs 
thought the Lexington had gone down, but 
they were not sure. None of the enemy had 
seen it sink. A new attack was expected. 

But the Japs had to plan their attack with 
consideration for the Lexington. They could 
not figure she was gone and then have her 
send planes aloft to blast their forces. The 
five-week delay in announcing her sinking 
probably saved many lives. 

On the other hand, censorship sometimes 
works in reverse to the absolute confusion of 
the enemy. A hint is dropped by a high official 
in the presence of a reporter who hurries to 
get the new development into print. 

Such was the distortion used in pulling the 
Japs off guard in the South Pacific. There was 
the comment stirred up by the “shelving” of 
General MacArthur and the alleged bad treat- 
ment of Vice Admiral Ghormley last year. Much 


. was made of neglecting the vital war zone in 


which they were leaders. 

The Japs swallowed the bait. They were 
surprised when Admiral Ghormley suddenly 
went on the offensive in the Solomons. 

Then there were reports that MacArthur 
wasn’t getting supplies and equipment. The 
Japs just knew our “inefficient” public relations 
departments had let the news slip through and 
allowed them to pick up the information from 
papers through neutral countries. 

The Japs decided then was the time to 
attack Milne Bay, which just happened to be 
swarming with MacArthur’s Australians. Oddly 
enough, the Australians were well fed and well 
equipped, and, furthermore, good fighters. The 
victory went to “censorship.” 

So censorship works to advantage in keeping 
vital news out and letting other news seep 
through. You'll get the news—the real facts— 
when your government sees fit to release them. 
Until then, keep in mind the proven fact that 
many lives depend on such secrecy.

We were amused when German prisoners 
of war, seeing the New York skyline as their 
ships neared the end of the voyage, voiced 
surprise because they had been told, and be- 
lieved, New York city had been bombed into 
complete destruction. 

Now comes a story told by Governor Olin 
D. Johnson, of South Carolina who, talking in 
German with a prisoner harvesting peanuts, 
discovered the man had been told, and be- 
lieved, that both German and Japanese in- 
vasion armies were fighting on United States 
soll. 

When the war is done, realization of the 
manner in which they have been duped will 
be the first step in that re-education which 
will have to be given the young Hitlerites.

ONE WORD MORE

HARRIS AND GROSS Georgians owe a debt of gratitude te 
Roy Harris and Frank Gross, speaker 


of the house and president of the senate, respectively. Sent to 
investigate the prison systems of other states, 
they did a thorough, honest job. Their re 
port is unvarnished. 

Let us take a look at a section of the pre 
amble. After stating they found vast im- 
provement at the state’s Tattnall prison, in 
plain, simple words, it says: 

“In every prison that wé have visited the 
buildings were cleaner, the clothing of the 
prisoners was cleaner, and the morale of the 
prisoners was better. All of the prisoners who 
were not in the hospita) in every other prison 
were at work. They all appeared to be clean 
personally, to have on clean clothing and to 
be in a pleasant frame of mind. 


“In Tattnall we found them with dirty 
clothes, with ragged clothes, and at least half 
of them idle and doing nothing. In Tattnall 

; we found an “Eight Ball Gang” consisting of 
approximately 25, wearing the most brutal leg irons to be imagined, 
complaining of being beaten and whipped almost daily, with an 
attitude of open defiance and threatening to strike and refuse to 
work. 

“We found more than 16 young men, of ages ranging from 17 
less than 30, lying in the bed with their heel strings cut. Each 
of them stated that the reason they cut out their heel strings was 
because of the cruelty which they suffered and that it was the 
only means of escape for a time. Prisoners openly told us that a 
general uprising was brewing among the prisoners. 

“In no other state did we find this condition. In no other 
state did we find leg irons. And, in no other state did the pris- 
oners complain of floggings and beatings. In no other state did 
we find the prisoners generally sullen, bad-tempered and talking 


- of revolt. 


“In every other state we found the prisoners busy, we found 
them clean, in good health and with every appearance of being 
well fed and cared for. 

“In Georgia alone we found no Intelligent effort being made 
to rehabilitate the prisoners and to fit them to return to civil life, 
This is especially bad in view of the fact that most of the inmates 
of the prison will automatically be returned to civil life some 
day at the expiration of their sentences. If the state does not make 
an intelligent effort to rehabilitate these men and women they 
will be criminals when they return to civil life and will finally 
wind up in the penitentiary again. The protection of the people 
of the state demands that something be done to try to rehabilitate 
thes eople. 

ss the same time we find our prison system very costly. In 
1942 it cost the state $363,216.32 to support Tattnall, $60,785.54 for 
prison administration and $401,699.55 to support the state high- 
way camps. 

“In most of the states that we visited the prison industries and 
farms are so organized that they pay at least 75 per cent of the 
cost of operation. In some states they are entirely self-support- 
ing, and in Mississippi, through the co-ordination of the farm and 
prison industries, the penal system paid into the state treasury 
the sum of $540,000 in cash more than they took out for the last 
fiscal year.” 

That is plain talk. Georgians can understand it. 

There is a great deal more of it, all in the same language. 

You read, with reference only to the years 1941 and 1942, of 
machinery “sold” at cheap prices; of other machines lent or sold 
without record, one being shipped as far away as Oregon. You get 
the picture of the monstrous frauds and rottenness of those two 
years. Time will bring more and more to light. 


FACING DUTY Now, the people of Georgia are faced with a 
very real duty. Public sentiment must be built 
up to enable the legislature to act. 

Our county camps were not all bad. Not by any means. Many 
of them were. The state highway camps were. We see already 
that the best roads and the cheapest roads are built by private 
business and free labor. Not by unskilled convicts. 

We see our out-moded system of prison commissioners—voted 
out by 47 of our 48 states and left to hold back Georgia’s prison 
system—must be removed and a new director named and men 
unaffiliated with politics put in its stead. 

This thing will be fought by the forces of greed. The forces 
that starved men and women to make a profit in convict camps. 
The forces that lived off this starvation will fight it. Here is an- 
other chance for the great character and decency of the people of 
Georgia to assert itself. 

We like that sort of thing and the chance to do it. 

Let’s not fail this one. 


Whatever Their Purpose, They 


Are Enemies Who Sow 
Tares in the Wheat

Human nature always functions in the same way, which explains 
why history repeats itself. Human behavior, like that of other ani- 
mals, follows a pattern; and as the hunter and fishérman profit by 
knowing the behavior patterns of their prey, so politicians, swin- 
dlers, shysters and meddlers with axes to grind profit by knowing 
how human nature will react. 

There is one trick that never fails. 

Some time ago there was a high official in Washington who 
worked in harmony with a gifted subordinate. They were gentle 
men, with civilized manners, and they co-operated in mutual respect 
and confidences and good will. 

But meddlers began to say: 
or are you?” “He acts as if he were the boss.” 
seems to respect his judgment more than yours.” 

When comparisons begin, trouble begins. Soon good will and 
trust were replaced by suspicion and jealousy and distrust; and 
when the showdown came, one of the men was out and our country 
had lost one of its most capable servants. 

There. were other and apparently greater factors, but the basic 
cause of the split was the meddlers’ trick of making comparisons. 

The decent white man and the decent colored man had long lived 
in harmony as neighbors. Whatever had happened in the past, and 
no matter what should have been or might have been, they realized 
that fate had made them neighbors forever. They had learned to 
be realists and face facts. They were guided by reason rather than 
emotion. They respected one another and co-operated in solving 
their problems. They built for the future—not a jerry-built struc- 
ture thrown up quickly to make a show, but a solid thing, founded 
on bedrock realities and built slowly and carefully, stone by stone, 
so it would endure forever. 

Then came the meddlers, the long-range reformers, the profes- 
sional fixers with axes to grind. As well-meaning zealots had 
stopped the development of temperance by trying to make people 
virtuous by force, so these destroyed the work of years by their 
ignorant tinkering with social dynamite. 

It was the old trick of making comparisons. “He isn’t giving 
you your rights.” “He is getting too big.” “Show him he can’t treat 
you that way.” “Use your power to humble him.” “Use force.” 

And soon good will and tolerance and reason and patience and 
plain horse sense were replaced by suspicion and ill will and jeal- 
ousy and bitterness.

New Income Tax May 


Repeal Victory Levy 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—(AP)—Repeal of the 5 per 
cent victory tax, with an increase of the normal income tax 
rate to bring in the $2,800,000,000 now collected annually by 
the victory levy, appeared likely today as the House Ways 
and Means Committee set to work to simplify the tax-paying 


process. 


Ways and Means Chairman 
Doughton, Democrat, North Caro- 
lina, and Chairman George, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, of the Senate Fi- 
naince Committee, both expressed 
hope that the victory tax could 
be absorbed with the norma! in- 
come tax for individuals in 1944. 


George suggested that this 
might be accomplished by raising | 
the normal income rate from 6 to} 
10 per cent. 

Doughton announced his com- 
mittee would open public hear-| 
ings probably September 27 or | 
28 on the 1944 general revenue. 
law. which no doubt will embrace | 
levies outdoing the present record 
taxes. 

The hearings were postponed 
from September 20 because the 
Treasury and the tax staff em- 
ploved by congress were not 
ready to present their new reve- 
nue programs. The Treasury has 
said $12,.000,000,000 is needed in 
addition to the annual collection 
rate of $38,000,000,000. 

Placing emphasis on simplifica- 
tion, Doughton said: 

“We all realize that our tax 
laws need a complete overhauling 
to remove complications and in- 
equities, and our objective will 
be to simplify as far as reason- 
ably possible the rendering of in- 
come tax returns so that the aver- 
age taxpayer can compute and 
make his own returns without the 


trouble and expense of employing 
expert assistance.” 

The chairman said yesterday | 
that an expert made out his Sep- 
tember 15 return. But he made 
it plain at a press conference to- 


day that the expert was relied 
upon merely to save time, and 
not because the job was so in- 
tricate. 

In a formal statement, Dough- 
ton said: 

“Our committee realizes the 
difficulty many taxpayers are en- 
countering in filing income tax re- 
turns due to the complexity of 
the various forms. 

“While some progress has been 
accomplished in connection with 
the income tax returns for 1943 
to be filed on March 15, 1944, the 
removal of many of the complex- 
ities will require amendments to 
the present tax law... . 

“Tt should be realized that we 
are now in the period of transi-

new method of current collections.

“It is our purpose by changes 
in the law to be made in the 
new tax bill, now under consid- 
eration, to remove in the 1944 in- 
come tax returns as many of these 
complications as possible which 
make it so difficult for the tax- 
payer to understand and compute 
his tax. Our effort to simplify 
the income tax laws will be a 
continuing process. 

“Following the next law, in- 
stead of a bill to raise additional 
revenue, I hope we can devote 
much of our time, during the re- 
mainder of this congress, to sim- 
plifying the internal revenue laws 
and plugging loopholes. Studies 
to accomplish this purpose are al- 
ready underway by our commit- 
me, the Treasury staff and our 
staff.”

That Upset Jap

'ed) — (4) — The daring observa- 


tional tactics of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Archie Roosevelt, son of the 
late President Theodore Roose- 
velt, contributed directly to the 
fall of Salamaua, an enlisted man 
from an amphibious engineering 
unit disclosed today. 

Colonel Roosevelt had been 
with the 4lst Division’s 162nd 
Regiment throughout its record- 
breaking 76-day period of combat 
during which the Japanese were 
pushed from the Mubo and Nas- 
sau bay area, out of Salamaua 
and almost out of Lae. 

The colonel, thin but looking 
well, is one of the most popu- 
lar men in the regiment. 

The story of his daring achieve- 
ment came from Technician Fifth 
Grade John Bertot, of Coal City, 
Ill., who with Private Frank Zar- 
caynski, of Bayonne, N. J., and 
Technician Fourth Grade John 
Plante, of Bennington, Vt., man- 
ned a small landing barge. 

“Our troops occupied Sala- 
maua Saturday,” Bertot said. “On 
the previous Wednesday, Colonel 
Roosevelt, with two officers and 
three enlisted men, made a recon- 
naissance tour of Salamaua harbor. 

“Under his orders we went 


s at Salamaua 


close to the isthmus until Jap 
guns started firing at us, then 
turned west across the harbor and 
approached to within a hundred 
yards of shore where we could see 
the Japs running from bush to 
bush.” 

“Colonel Roosevelt stood up 
with a map in his hand and every 
time a gun fired jotted down its 
position. 

“They fired at us for half an 
hour, barely missing us several 
times. While Colonel Roosevelt 
was standing there deliberatel 
encouraging them to fire at u&, 
I was crouching in the bottom of 
a boat praying for all I was 
worth. 

“The colonel noticed I was 
scared and said “You're safe with 
me. I was wounded three times 
in the last war and that’s a lucky 
charm.’ 

“Roosevelt’s a good officer, but 
he’s got too damn much guts. 
When we got back to the base 
officers said it was the best in- 
formation on gun positions yet 
obtained. 

“The next day our artillery 
landed squarely on those guns and 
the Japs never fired them again. 
That was when their resistance 
ended—and Colonel Roosevelt 
should get most of the credit for 


that final blow.”

Lodge Expecting Pacific News 


J. Norman Lodge, veteran of 
Pershing’s Mexican border cam- 
paign and of World War I, who 
has covered World War II from 
Narvik and the London bijtz to 
the Coral Sea, is just back from 
the New Georgia nt. In the 
following article he assays the 
results of America’s South Pa- 
cific campaign, and speculates 
on the prospects. This 
was written before the Tokyo 
radio reported a new air and sea 
battle was in progress in the 
Solomons. 


By J. NORMAN LODGE. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—(/)— 
Now that the battle of the Solo- 
mons is won, what is next in the 
south Pacific? 

Admiral William F. Halsey Jr. 
repeatedly has said that we would 
not fight an island-by-island cam- 
— Of the Solomons group we 

ave yet to win Kolombangara 
and Bougainville. But there is 
little reagon to believe we will 
even try to capture the two strong- 
ly held islands. 

Our raid on Marcus island per- 
haps is the tip-off of our new 
strategy in the Pacific. 

Marcus simply was a “land- 
based carrier” and definitely a 
menace for any naval contempla- 
tion of a Caroline Island strike. 
Nauru, which has been thoroughly 
blasted by our air force, was a 
stumbling block for any Gilbert 
Island campaign. 

In the south, Vella Layella, 
which we took August 13, and 
Munda, on New Georgia, which 
fell to our “e fighting forces 
on August 5, in addition to cutting 
off Kolombangara and practically 
isolating Bougainville, which is 
laden with air fields, give us a

bumper in the Coral Sea. 
Favorable Position. 

From our bases in New Caledo- 
nia and Espiritu Santos and from 
southwest cific ‘bases, we now 
are-in a postion to scissor Bou- 
gainville, New Britain, on which 
is located Rabaul, the Japanese 
naval stronghold and air base, 
Kavieng, on New Ireland where 
Japanese planes are assembled, re- 
lieve New Guinea and begin in 
earnest the job of striking at the 
co-prosperity sphere. 

Don’t be surprised in the near 
future if large scale naval engage- 
ments develop in the south Pa- 
cific. 

Admiral Theodore S. Wilkinson, 
commander of amphibious forces 
in the south Pacific, under the per- 
sonal direction of the “Fightingest 
Man” of all, Admiral Halsey, is 
anxious to tangle with the Jap 
fleet. 

He also is anxious to pinch off 
Rabaul. And with a striking force 
of auxiliary carriers, heavy and 
light cruisers taking the northern 
route through the Carolines and 
with his battle fleet of dread- 
naughts, destroyers and a smaller 
carrier force operating from the 
Coral Sea area, he may accomplish 
both objectives. 

The raid on Marcus, in addi- 
tion to knocking out a potential 
fighter base, also served to give 
the Japs a severe case of jitters. 
Japanese intelligence had every 
reason to believe our naval units 
were still in the Coral sea area. 
Every move we made was an ef- 
fort to maintain that idea. Then, 
with a suddenness that must have 
made the Japs’ heads swim, we 
struck from the north. 

We Showed Them, 

And, striking from that sector, 
much to the north of their great- 
est base, Truk, we showed the 
Japanese that we can, and will, 
go into their home waters, bring 
the fight to them, and, when we 
decide it is necessary, take back 
Guam and the Mariana group.

hat, we are definitely stepping on 
the Emperor’s corns. They just 
don’t like it. 

While it is impossible, because 
of security reasons, to describe 
our fleet in the South Pacific, 
there is no longer any doubt that 
we have a striking force there 
strong enough to take on the en- 
tire Japanese fleet, and in their 
own waters. But they do not want 
to slug it out with us. 

We have committed every na- 
val crime there is. We have 
knocked down battlewagons with 
destroyers. We have destroyed 
heavy cruisers with smaller weap- 
ons, we have sent carriers to the 
bottom of the sea with outmoded 
bombers and we have sunk trans- 
ports with plyboard PT boats, 
manned by kids who are just as 
great on the sea as are our pilots 
in the skies. 

When Admiral Halsey peeked 
into -the slightly cracked crystal 
ball last December and saw the 
end of the war by this Christmas, 
he foresaw the naval battle that 
now is brewing. It should have 
taken place last February. We 
knew where the Japanese fleet 
was, were out after it, but some- 
how the enemy got wind of what 
was going on and the expected 
naval battle never took place. 
Give the Japs 24 hours and you'll 
never catch up to them. 

Gratis Information. 

Passing out gratis information 
has retarded our entire efforts in 
the Pacific. 
we decided to invade New Geor- 
gia, the task forces left for Nou- 
mea, New Caledonia. I was on 
the McGawley, later sunk. As we 
steamed out of Noumea one of 
the sailors, leaning over the rail, 
shouted to a pal passing in a 
whale boat: “We're going to 
Guadalcanal,” 

That in itself may not have 
sounded like much to him. But, 
Noumea is well populated with 
Tonganese, most of whom are 
friendly to the Japanese. The ships 
were lined with khaki-clad troops. 


For instance, when t 


Guadalcanal had been ours since 
February. It didn’t require much 
intelligence to figure that a strike 
was about to be made, And, with- 
out doubt, the Japs knew we were 
Rendova bound. In fact, it was 
only a favorable early morning 
closed-in weather front that kept 
the bombers away. 

As the haze burned out the fight- 
ers came over and thoroughly 
strafed the landing forces—per- 
haps by dint of the unguarded re- 
mark of an enlisted man. 

On another occasion I was riding 
with an admiral and his chief of 
staff. An enlisted man was driv- 
ing. And, during that 18-mile drive 
the entire plan of the invasion was 
discussed. The enlisted man no 
doubt went to his barracks and 
spilled the entire program. Yet, 
not even high ranking officers had 
been “briefed” on the program as 


yet. 
Broadcast Blamed. 

The Marcus raid was practically 
given away by an illy-advised ra- 
dio broadcast. From Washington 
it was announced that a naval 
strike was taking place, named the 
island, and our ships had not even 
reached Marcus at the time. True, 
they were within striking distance 
and the information was not too 
dangerous, but every time such in- 
formation is broadcast, American 
lives are sacrificed. 

There is information we want 
the Japanese to get. For instance, 
this story may serve a two-fold 
purpose. It is strictly surmise, yet, 
cabled to Japan it may serve to 
cause a “jitters” in naval circles 
for the Jap must know something 
is brewing and it definitely is not 


ea. 

With the capitulation of Italy in. 
the European sector, watch for big 
news from the South Pacific. Keep 
one eye peeled for what may be 
the naval engagement that will be 
the start of the ending of the Japa- 
nese defenses. 

And if that battle takes place 
within the next month or 50, 
watch for the greatest naval vic- 
tory in history, with the blue-clad 
Americans definitely on the win- 
ning side. Then watch the Asiatic 
co-prosperity sphere turn into an 
over-inflated bubble.

At Lae, where American and 
Australian troops are converging 
from three sides, steady progress 
was reported.

Blast Traps 18 
Men Mile Down 


HARLAN, Ky., Sept. 16.—(?)— 
An explosion deep in the Cumber- 
land mountains shook the Three 


Point Coal Company mine today 
and sealed up 18 workmen nearly 
a mile below the surface. 


Rescue squads from scores of 
other southeastern Kentucky coal 
mines worked for hours trying to 
set up an emergency ventilating 
system so rescuers could enter the 
tunnel where the miners were 
trapped at least 5,000 feet down. 

As the rescue work progressed 
company officials expressed doubt 
that the trapped men could be 
reached before tomorrow morning 
and said there was little hope of 
finding them alive. 

Nearly 200 men were working 
in the mine when the explosion 
rocked the pit. All but the 18 had 
been accounted for late this after- 
noon. There was no official expla- 
nation about the cause of the ex- 
plosion pending an investigation. 

Wives, children and other rela- 
tives of the trapped men were 
joined by hundreds of mountain 
mine folk in the traditional vigil 
at the mouth of the mine while 
the rescue work went on under 
the direction of James Bryson, 
safety director for the Harlan 
County Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion: Moss Patterson chief of the 
State Bureau of Mines and Min- 
erals, and state and federal mine 
inspectors. 

The Three Point Coal Company 
listed the trapped men as: Fore- 
man Albert Bonza, Dave and Hen- 
ry Edd Osborne, brothers; Marion

“Mrs. Erwin ACTUALLY IS 
the horticultural committee of 
the Peachtree Garden Club, and 
every member of the club 
would subscribe to the state- 
ment that her help, inspiration 
and example have been the 
most important incentive to 
good gardening and patriotic 
living of the year—as of so 
many other years in the life of 
this club.” 

The letter from Mrs. Erwin 
mames the various seedsmen 
and nurserymen from whom 
she buys the seeds and plants 
which produce the remarkable 
vegetables and flowers’ she 
grows.

Straight, Narrow Fashions 
Demand Streamlined Figure 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


If you are a perfect 14—or, 16 
or 18—except for your hips, then 
you need hip exercise. And with 
fashions cut on the straight, nar- 
row and skimpy, this is no time to 
dilly-dally. 

Dieting is no use. It won't 
budge the pounds on your hipline. 
You might logically think since 
that is where the weight goes, that 
is where it would come off. But 
when you diet, you lose generally 
—or in your face. Even a small 
weight loss shows in your face 
because you have so little fat 
there. But it takes quite a reduc- 
tion to make any showing on the 
hipline and, if you are normal 
weight, that is the only place you 
want to lose. What you need is 
exercise. 

This streamlining isn‘t such a 
hard assignment. You just have 
to know what you are about and 
do the exact exercises designed to 
reduce this particular measure- 
ment. 

Rolling is an excellent smooth- 
ing measure. When you roll the 
flabby spots against the hard, un- 
yielding surface of the floor some- 
thing has to go and it is the fat 
pad. 

But for actually slimming the 


hips, nothing beats the kind of 
exercise that forces those big, 
fleshy muscles on the backs of the 
hips to do some work. You don’t 
exercise the fat off but the im- 
proved muscle tone gives yau more 
compact lines and you _ really 
measure slimmer. Here is a trio 
guaranteed to streamline you. 


1. Assume a semi-sitting posi- 
tion on the floor, legs straight and 
held together at right angles to 
the trunk. Your feet should be 
Slightly off the floor and you 
should be leaning back on your 
elbows. Keep that position and 
roll away over on one hip and 
thigh, then back across and over 
on the other hip and thigh. This 
isa tough exercise and you should 
not try to keep it up for more than 
six counts to begin with. 


2. This time, lie face downward 
on the floor, legs straight down 
and together, head pillowed on 
folded arms. Keep one leg abso- 
lutely still on the floor and slow- 
ly raise other leg up and back, 
knee straight. If you do this cor- 
rectly, you will feel a powerful 
contraction in the big muscles on 
the back of the hip. Only raise

But in order to do it the home- 
maker must collect “meat extender” recipes, make stews from the 
cuts that are cheaper in point value, and use every scrap of left-over 
meat in soups and other flavor-stretching ways. Meat pies and 
stews with vegetables and dumplings are very popular meat-saving 
dishes, but so are meat loaves and. patties, casseroles and creamed 
meat with vegetables. It may be necessary to stretch the meat 
loaf even further, and a new wartime stuffed meat loaf is a means 
of doing this. The first recipe —

-'Harvest Work 


In his first action since assum- 
ing duties as state civilian defense 
director, Lon E. Sullivan yester- 
day urged county civilian defense 
organizations in Georgia to launch 
immediate drives to recruit volun- 
teer farm workers. 

The request was contained in a 
letter to county chairmen, the let- 
ter pointing out the labor short- 
age for harvesting crops has be- 
come more serious. 

“Unless we are able to mobilize 
volunteers to go into the fields, 
many of our crops will be ruined,” 
his letter said. ‘“‘We are informed 
by the Agricultural. Extension 
Service of the University that 
crops valued at many millions of 
dollars must be harvested immedi- 
ately if they are to be saved.” 

Sullivan suggested the county 
chairmen appoint an agricultural 
chairman on each local defense 
council. 

“We do not suggest the use of 
air raid wardens and other auxil- 
iaries as such but that organiza- 
tions do everything possible to get 
volunteers from all sources,’ he 
added. 

The co-operation from local de- 
fense organizations in 
farm working volunteers is ex- 
pected to double recruiting activi- 
ties now being carried on in the 
state by the extension § service 
through county agents and by vo- 
cational teachers working under 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 

At the same time, Dr. M. D. Col- 
lins, state school superintendent, 
announced non-farm boys and 
girls are being organized for part- 
time work on farms through the 
“Victory Farm Volunteer” pro- 
gram.

Curley Indicted |[ 


In Mail Fraud 
Case by U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—(#) 
Representative James M. Curley, 
former Democratic mayor of Bos- 
ton and Governor of Massachu- 
setts, and Donald Wakefield 
Smith, one-time member of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
were indicted today on charges of 
mail fraud in operating what the 
Justice Department called a “war 
contracts brokerage racket.” 

The department said the indict- 
ment, returned by a federal grand 


jury here, accuses them and four) 


others of having “falsely and 
fraudulently represented them- 
selves as being an experienced and 
competent firm of consulting en- 
gineers with special facilities and 
qualifications for securing war 
contracts from the government” 
on a fee basis. 

There are 21 counts in the in- 
dictment and the maximium possi- 
ble penalties upon conviction are 
102 years in prison and $30,000 
in fines. 

Curley, who will be 69 in No- 
vember, is a member of the Demo- 
cratic national committee and has 
been prominent in political wars 
since 1900. Elected to two terms 
in congress, he later served three 
terms as mayor of Boston and was 
Governor in 1935-37. He was elect- 
ed to the house last November 
after a four-year absence from po- 
litical office. 

The Justice Department said 
the firm was organized about 
June, 1941, and that Curley served 
as president until December 29, 
1941.

Acting swiftly on a grand jury
